Tliu Power or llus-ilu. 


It is generally exaggerated. Wo nro apt 


to for»el the prodigious extent of thu empire, 
covering moru limn" 0,000,000 of square mile*, 
nnd embracing, according to tliu Alma- 
nack da Got/in, a population of 65,049,230 
souls. 
A population BU scanty, over a surface 


so vast, necessarily requires a largu military 
fureu to be kept constantly on foot for police 
purposes; anil thu Russian army, when upon 
a peace footing, is barely adi-quale to this end. 
The nominal number of troops for this ser- 
vice is 785,000 men, from which the vwry 
best authorities require tin to deduct ono half 
to arrive at the n-ittinl force. Divide this 
force over the immense circum polar territo- 
ries of thu Czar, nnd thu military arm will bu 
fairlyciitiniated, and losoits exaguraled value. 
Poland _alone contains nearly n fourth of lliu 
population of the wholu e'mpiro of Russia ; 
and demands tho conetnnt presence of n large 
portion of the army to preservu tho Russian 
domination intact. Tlio war footing of the 
army embraces nominally 1,000,000 men. — 
There U however, no runson to take these 
figures ns at nil near thu mark. Russia has 
never been able to plaeu more than 320,000 
men in battle ; and these for the most part bad- 
ly_dJ3iplineil, nnd without any of tho national 
spirit requisite to croat military successes. — 
Thu Anmricnn militia, numbering 2,000,000, 
composes nn army of infinitely greater power 
than either the peace or war establishment of 
tho_C/ar. Tho fact that Russia has never 
nuhiuved any_ ono great battle in history, is 
onu great uvideiu-u of her martial weakness: 
and others nn«, her struggles with Turkey, 
her war in Poland and in the Caucasus ; nil 
evincing a lamentable absuneu of science, nnd 
cuunigu nnd ell'eiuiveneta. In thu Hungarian 
contest, there were 120,000 troops engaged; 
but it is well known the decisive battles lay 
bulwoun the Austrians nnd Magyars; while 
thu Russians wcro only serviceable 'in divid- 
ing nnd cooping up portions of the Hungarian 
army. 


Tho Russian Marine is formidable- in the 


number of vessels, but in nil other respects 
contemptible. It consists of forty-live bhips 
of thu lino, Ihiity frigates, and a due propor- 
tion of smaller vessels. It is n littlu remark- 
able that the navy of Catherine I., " sixty 
years since," was urcatly superior in number 
nnd efficiency. 
Thu advance of thu mercan- 


tile interest has been atluiidod by n eto.uly 
contraction of (he arm necessary to •protect 
it. 


It is impossible to arrive at tho financial 


Btrength of thu umpire. Every effort is madu 
lo conceal it. Thu Government never pub- 
lishes any statement of finances, and we can 
only base our conjectures nn the unavoidable 
disclosures of nn accidental pinch. The cur- 
runt notions of Russian wealth nre founded 
on tho liberality of thu pay to thu diplomatic 
ngcnts; and the rumors of immense receipts
